“The budget as you See it 


is a bare bones budget.. 
can live within it,” but Hiere 


are concerns, was how Public 
Works Director Carl Hirsch 
described his department’s 
budget at a worksession on 
Wednesday, April 10. “The 
most important thing is to 
maintain the same level of 
service with the constraints 
on staffing and budget,” he 
continued. This worksession 
is one of a series in which the 
city council examines the bud- 
get for Fiscal Year 1997 de- 
partment by department. | 

The Public Works Depart- 
ment is responsible for main- 
taining the streets, buildings 
and parks of the city as well 
as collecting trash and coordi- 
nating recycling. “This winter 
has been an acid test for the 
department,” said Hirsch. 
“The workers came through 
with flying colors, but infra- 
structure and machinery” took 
a beating and will take time 
and money to get back to 
where they were. Several 
councilmembers offered 
praise, with Councilmember 
Thomas White calling it a 
very hard working and effec- 
tive department. 

The total budget for FY97 
for - Public Works is 
$1,850,100. The worksession 
discussion was a workmanlike 
review of the department’s 
budget. An underlying theme 
was the tightness of the bud- 
get, as every section of the

Also, just a 
couple staff adjustments 
caused some discussion, espe- 
cially as to affordability.

Trash and Recycling 

Changes are upcoming on 
the waste disposal front. City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs has 
proposed increases for. both 
trash and recycling pick-up 
fees. The refuse collection 
fee is proposed to. increase

one dollar a month from 
$11.50 to $12.50. There was 
a deficit last year because the 
County cut the Landfill Dis- 
posal Rebate from $156,338 
to $57,300. The increased 
fee should eliminate the defi- 
cit. The total budget proposed 
for Waste Collection in FY97 
is $434,500. 

The city’s recycling pro- 
gram includes a drop-off cen- 
ter and pick-up of recyclables 
for most city residents at 
their homes. For these pro- 
grams $79,000 is proposed 
for FY97. Even with a recy- 
cling fee paid by residents 
and money made from selling 
recycled materials a shortfall 
of $20,300 is projected. It is 


Council Looks for Ways 
To Fund Crisis Counselor

The director of Greenbelt 
CARES, Carol Leventhal, met 
with the five members of the 
Greenbelt City Council and 
staff on Tuesday, April 9. 
The evening worksession was 
one of a series of ten budget 
worksessions planned to re- 
view the 1997 city budget. 

The city manager’s budget 
proposal to the council in- 
cluded a total budget of 
$272,700 for CARES, which 
is about $9,000 above esti- 
mated transactions in FY 
1996. Increases come in the 
areas of personnel expenses, 
insurance, transportation and 
subsistence. 

The budget also reflects a 
zeroing out of a grant by the 
county to CARES. This grant 
is not expected to be forth- 
coming in FY97 for the sec- 
ond straight year. In FY95 
the city received $8,500 from 
the county for this program. 
Greenbelt had expected to re- 
ceive $4,000 in FY 96, but 
the county revoked this grant. 
The expected state grant for 
CARES in FY97 is $77,900 


‘placement, 


which matches the state con- 
tribution in previous years. 
CARES performs social 
services for the Greenbelt 
area including counseling to 
adults and youth, coordination 
of a rather large tutor match- 
ing and training service, job 
placing clients 
into GED programs, and teen 
and pre-teen- group therapy. 
The staff coordinates with the 
police department as a way of 
getting referrals. The staff of 
4.5 full-time equivalent em- 
ployees has 2.1 positions bud- 
geted for counselors and 2.4 
positions budgeted for the Di- 
rector and office assistants. 
Leventhal mentioned that 
with the type of-issues they 


-encounter, the clients usually 


want to be seen on an indi- 
vidual or family basis. Some 
group sessions are conducted 
but the clients served in this 
manner is well under half of 
the total clients served. Fam- 
ily therapy, according to 
Leventhal, has proven to be

cards for the city’s recycling 
program: 
leaving, the current contract 
for curbside pick-up expires 
soon, and the Recycling Advi- 
sory Committee has proposed 
that city crews pick-up recy- 
cling by cutting back trash 
pick-up to one day a week. 

Recycling Coordinator 
Tracy Vincent has announced 
that she will leave on July 1. 
Hobbs and Hirsch want to re- 
place her as soon as possible 
with a full time employee 
(Vincent is 3/4) to handle 
both recycling and other pub- 
lic works projects. After 
some discussion, the consen- 
sus of council was such that a 
search for the new coordinator 
will begin. 

The city’s Recycling Advi- 
sory Committee thinks recy- 
cling costs can be reduced by 
having the city’s trash crews 
handle the curbside recycling 
program. This proposal, if 
adopted, would mean trash 
pick-up would be reduced to 
one day a week. 

Some other towns only 
have trash pick-up one day a 
week, noted Maryalice Locke. 
The second trash pick-up day 
of the week is 40% lighter 
than the first, noted Vincent.

Greenbelt Kids and Coach 
Held Up in Bladensburg

A coach and five children, 
three of them from the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club, 
were held up at gunpoint on 
Friday, March 8, in 
Bladensburg. Coach Bridget 
Osborne had taken the five 
youngsters, including her son 
Vinnie, to participate in a Boys 
and Girls Club basketball game 
at Bladensburg High School. 

After they parked. in the 
school parking lot, the group 
was accosted by two males 
about 19 years old, one of 
whom had a shotgun and 
threatened to shoot one of the 


children unless Osborne gave | 


him 50 dollars. She told him 
she had no money; however 11- 
year-old Dexter Curtis produced 


pointed the gun at the boy’s 
feet, threatening to “smoke his 
boots” unless more money was 
forthcoming. 

All the children emptied 
their pockets, coming up with a 
total of $8.25 which the thieves 
took, together with aoa basket- 
balls.

“I begged them, ‘Please let 
the kids go—just let them go,” 
said Coach Osborne. “So they 
let them run away. And as 


soon as the kids got in the 


school, they let me go, too. It 
was frightening. The kids were 
really traumatized initially. 
They didn’t want to play, but I 
decided to go ahead with the 
game anyway. I emphasized it 
was better to do something in- 


stead of sitting and dwelling on . 


what had happened.” Osborne 
added, “I would like to see 
more security provided in the 
future. Maybe the home team 
could have a couple of volun- 
teers, maybe parents, supervise 
the parking lot until everybody 
gets there.”

“The coach, Bridget 

Osborne, was very courageous,” 
stated Desiree Curtis, office 
manager of the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center and mother of 
one of the children. “She kept 
her head during the whole 
thing. If she hadn’t, it could 
have been much worse. She 
really put her life on the line— 
she even told them, ‘Just take 
me, and let the kids go.’ I 
think she deserves some kind of 
award.” 

But Osborne said, “The 

«worst thing was feeling helpless 
to protect the kids. I felt like 
they protected me, actually. It 
was kind of touching. I had 
this gun pointed at me, and the 
kids just emptied their pockets 
of whatever money they had. 
Later I took them to an ATM 
and gave them back the 
money.” 

Bridget Osborne will not be 
coaching for the Greenbelt 
Boys and Girls Club next year. 
She said she’d made up her 
mind to quit before she took 
the kids to Bladensburg, for 
family reasons.

Raise Taxes Again 


It should come as no. surprise 
that the Greenbelt City Council 


wants to raise our taxes again! » 


This is a regular routine the 
council has gone through for 
years. These are the people 
who can’t tell the difference be- 
tween a necessity and a luxury 
in preparing the budget. We 
have to have police and fire 
protection, trash pick up and 
road repairs. We don’t have to 
have fancy subsidized recreation 
programs, no matter how much 
we may enjoy them, Currently, 
more than 23 percent of our city 
budget is devoted to “recre- 
ation”— and our recreation ex- 
penditures are not even close to 
being self-supporting. Adding 
insult to injury is the requested 
increase of 2.6 percent in the 
recreation budget compared to 
only 2 percent for public safety. 

Citizens should note that this 
tax increase comes at a time 
when violent crime, once again, 
is on the rise, and all types of 
crime have been steadily rising 
for the past. five years (see, 
Greenbelt News Review, April 
11, page 1). The county. is “re- 
considering” the funding it 
passes through to Greenbelt for 
police which will reduce the 
amount we receive for our po- 
lice department. In view of 
this, should the City of 
Greenbelt treat its recreation de- 
partment as a.sacred cow, but 
not fill the job of a police dis- 
patcher, authorize overtime for 
police, réplacé~s cruisers or 
allow responsible police officers 
to purchase outdated municipal 
weapons? It makes no sense to 
me, and I suggest to many oth- 
ers. 

In addition, city revenue (and 
the city budget) has more than 
doubled in the past ten years. 
We can attribute this to a high 
tax rate imposed, in part, by the 
city council. 

In Fairfax County, there has 
been an outcry against the ef- 
forts of the county council to

Greenbelt to take a lesson from the 
residents of Fairfax and send a 
message to the city council to cut 
spending before they increase our 
taxes again.

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Legislative Report: Legislators Adopt 
State Budget Below This Year’s 


by Leo Green, Senator, 23rd 
District 

We passed some significant 
legislation benefiting the citt- 
zens of Maryland during the 
1996 Legislative Session. 
These items include, among 
other items: 

Budget - The balanced 
$14.6 billion budget for fiscal 
year 1997, which begins July 
1, is smaller than 1996’s fis- 
cal year budget. This is the 
first time this has happened 
since the Great: Depression. 
The budget reduces funding 
for, most state agencies and 
eliminates 800 jobs, but it 
boosts spending on education, 
including a 5% increase in aid 
to local school. systems and 
$137 million for school con- 
struction. 

Health ~ Under new regula- 
tions health insurers and health 
maintenance Organizations will 
be required to provide new 
mothers with at least a 48 hour 
hospital stay. This is the first 
law of its kind in the nation. 

Crime - The General As- 
sembly approved the 
Governor's Gun Violence Act. 
The bill limits hand-gun pur- 
chases to one per month, cre- 
ates several new crimes in- 
volving the use, possession, 
purchase, sale, and transfer of 
firearms, including “straw pur- 
chases,” gives the courts and 
law enforcement officers au- 
thority to take certain actions 
in situations involving domes- 
tic violence, and gives victims 
or their families the right to 
testify at parole hearings. In 
addition, a new law will hold 


adults legally responsible for. 


minors drinking alcohol in 
their homes. 

Welfare - Through the 
Welfare Innovation Act of 
1996, strict new standards 
have: been created for recipi- 
ents and new programs have 
been designed to get benefi- 
ciaries off welfare rolls. 

Education - Of the total 
budget, the largest amount in

two decades, $137 million, 
has been allocated to build, 
renovate, and modernize 
schools. The General Assem- 
bly gave counties more flex- 
ibility in deciding how much 
to spend annually on schools. 
Special grants will be given 
to schools that show improve- 
ment in State Performance 
Tests. In addition, schools 
and teachers will now have 
more authority to control dis- 
ruptive students. 

Stadiums - Although the 
stadium projects were, in es- 
sence, agreements made prior 
to the 1996 Legislative Ses- 
sion, The General Assembly 
used its position -to get the 
principals to provide addi- 
tional personal funds for pro- 
posals. This saved $40 mil- 
lion on the stadium contracts, 
and avoided breaches of pre- 
approved contracts. 

Transportation - The 
“sleeper” of the Session was 
the State Aid to Local Subdi- 
visions bill. This legislation 
alters the distribution of 
“Highway User Revenues” 
among the counties and Balti- 
more City. It reduces Balti- 
more City’s share from 15% to 
the greater of $1575 million 
or 11.5% of the growth in rev- 
enue distributed. This change 
is estimated to reduce Balti- 
more City’s share by $13 mil- 
lion and increase the 23 Coun- 
ties’ share by an equal amount 
beginning in fiscal 1998. 

Economy - The General As- 
sembly approved legislation 
which, among: other things, 
grants tax credits to companies 
who create 60 or more full- 
time jobs at a single location: 
The sales tax on snack foods 
was also repealed this year. 


Sponsored Bills 
The General Assembly also 
passed three bills of signifi- 
cant importance to the state, 
which I sponsored. The first 
provides consumer protection 
for fraudulent use or disclo-

Direct aid to Prince 


George’s County has increased 
over $19 million dollars. This 
includes almost $11 million to 
Community Colleges, and $5 
million to Libraries. Of this, 
the $2 million special grant 
funds for Prince Georgess 
County were restored to the 
budget for the second year in 
a row. 

The local “sleeper” legisla- 
tion, which I sponsored, pro- 
vides in part for the creation 
of a task force to study the re- 
lationship between Prince 
George’s County and the 
Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commis- 
sion.

very effective at helping youth 
get through tough times. 

There was strong sentiment 
on council to re-budgét the 
fulltime position of Crisis In- 
tervention Counselor which 
was budgeted in the FY95 
budget but never filled in or- 
der to save those funds. 
Mayor Antoinette Bram called 
for suggestions on how council 
could come up with the pro- 
jected $40,000 necessary to 
pay for the counselor, One 
suggestion was a five or ten 
dollar co-pay similar to what 
someone on a group health in- 
surance plan would pay. City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs said 
that-the idea made sense from 
astrictly managerial standpoint 
because an individual who 
pays even a nominal fee for a 
service will place a higher 
value on the service. He 
added though, that a quick 
look at the number of clients 
would suggest that a nominal 
cO-pay arrangement would not 
yield anywhere close to the 
needed funds. In the case of a 
co-payment or a fee for ser- 
vice there is added administra- 
tion involved and also the un- 
desirable effect of discourag- 
ing the poorest of the chents 
who may be the preferred ben- 
eficiaries of this service. 
Leventhal reports that fees for 
service at other providers of 
this type of service can run 
anywhere from $1 to $35. 

Another possibility is to 
contract out the position, in- 
stead of creating a full-time 
city position. Although this 
could potentially save tax dol- 
lars, Leventhal says that there 

valuc in having the counse- 
lor on staff. In-house counse- 
lors Share their experiences 
and benefit from each other’s 
knowledge, A Crisis Interven- 
tion Counselor who is not on 
staff would not benefit from 
this type of moral and profes- 
sional support, she. said. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
countered that having a profes- 
sional staff from outside could 
create a synergy of informa- 
tion sharing with staff that 
would benefit all involved. 

In support of. finding a way 
to fund this position, White 
passionately referenced the 
1995 Annual Report of the 
Maryland Assoctation of Youth 
Services Bureau, which noted 
that on average, it costs ap- 


proximately $1,000 a family to. 
provide formal counseling at a- 


Youth Services Bureau com- 


pared to $52,000 a year to 
place a single youth in a resi- 
dential correctional facility. 
This sentiment was seconded 
by Mayor Bram who said that 
the funds spent on this part of 
a budget “will have a value 
much larger than we will ever 
know.” Councilmember Ed- 
ward Putens cautioned that he 
would not support funding this 
position by bleeding other 
budget items. 

A 1/2 cent property tax rate 
increase was ‘mentioned as a 
way to fund the Crisis Inter- 
vention Counselor to the gri- 
mace of all elected officials. 
The overall budget already 
calls for a 4.5 cent increase 
over last year’s rate. Each 


penny increase .in the tax rate, 


is estimated to yield $52,600 
in revenue for the city. 

Aside from the Crisis Inter- 
vention Counselor, the budget 
document identified there are 
two other unmet needs. Office 
expenses of $600 to cover 
computer maintenance were 
not included, nor was a $2,000 
Replacement Fund transfer. In 
previous years the fund trans- 
fer was set aside in anticipa- 
tion of future capital outlays. 
Hobbs mentioned that this year 
the fund transfer was not nec- 
essary because the fund is 
large enough for anticipated 
need. 

The- final budget for 
Greenbelt CARES will be de- 
cided at the May 14 final bud- 
get worksession of the FY1997 
budget.

It appears that council will 
not decide this issue during the 
budget review. We need input 
from the trash collectors, said 
Mayor Antoinette Bram. 
There’s not enough time to 
make such a big change in the 
two months before Vincent 
leaves, said Hobbs. 

 S§treets and Equipment 

The Public Works Depart- 
ment maintains almost 25 miles 
of streets. This includes repair, 
lighting, and snow removal. 

This past winter’s severe 
weather meant almost twice as 
much was spent on snow re- 
moval as budgeted, at an esti- 
mated $60,000 for snow re- 
moval and $25,000 for de-icing 
chemicals. A snow emergency 
grant of $31,500 is expected to 
be received this year to offset 
these costs. 

_ The proposed amount for 
street maintenance in FY97 is 
$574,700 and for all expendi- 
tures for streets $1,921,200. 
This incudes: traffic, mainte- 
nance of equipment, and traffic 
control. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
asked Hirsch if he was comfort- 
able with this amount of money 
for street repair. He said he 
could do more if he had more. 
If we continue to spend this 
amount for the next two or 
three years we could catch up, 
said Kenny Hall, Superintendent 
of Operations. Unmet needs 
for street maintenance are 
$73,000 for equipment and to 
landscape an underpass. 

The public works department 
maintains the equipment and 
vehicles used by city, employees 
in their work and $262,600 for 
this. purpose is proposed for 
FY97. Hobbs said the auto re- 
pair shop should be open 12 
hours a day and that the depart- 
ment needs another mechanic of 
the calibre of James Keifline, 
the city’s auto mechanic. 
Council and staff discussed 
functions and required qualifi- 
cations of this additional me- 
chanic. The cost of a new em- 
ployee will be funded by a re- 
duction in overtime. 

| Miscellaneous 

The proposed budget in 
FY97 for administration costs 
of the public works department 
is $438,000. This includes per- 
sonnel expenses ($338,200) and 
operating expenses such as 
electricity (total $92,000). 

The unmet needs include 
$500 to $1,000 to correct the 
heating imbalance in the public 
works offices. Can’t we find 
money in the budget for this?, 
asked White. The budget sub- 
mitted is a bare bones budget 
that takes into account that the 
city is under financial con- 
straints, replied Hirsch. Bram 
asked that Hobbs and Hirsch 
try to work this out in-the next 
week. 

Upcoming projects include 
completing an equipment stor- 
age building, improving bus 
shelters, and implementing rec- 
ommendations of a study done 
of the department by the Uni- 
versity of Maryland’s Institute 
for Government Service to im- 
prove effectivenss of the de- 
partment. 

-The city’s door-to-door dial- 
a-ride service, the Greenbelt 
Connection, will be: funded 
slightly more than last year’s 
level at $76,400. It is esti- 
mated that in FY96 this service 
was used 7,000 times. The 


cost of transporting each rider is 
$8, but the city only charges 
about $1, said Hobbs. Davis 
asked if the survey on the inter- 
city bus revealed that people 
would pay more. Hobbs replied 
that they would not be willing 
to pay much more than they are 
now. The city will soon get a 
new bus from the county, which 
will pay part of it. 

The public works department 
takes care of the city parks in- 
cluding: 487.23 acres of 
parkland, 30 playgrounds, 7 
ballfield complexes, and 10 ten- 


nis courts. The proposed FY97 
budget for this work is 
$713,100. 


Also in the public works - 


budget for FY97: Roosevelt 
Center, $39,700 for upkeep of 
sidewalks and parking lots; 
city cemetary on Ivy Lane, 
$1,300; Municipal Building 
upkeep, $28,600.

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Feiffer’s ‘Little Murders” Is. 
No Laughing Matter

The Greenbelt Arts Center 

is taking a bold chance in 
bringing Jules Feiffer’s “Little 
Murders” to Greenbelt. Be- 
ginning this weekend, Friday, 
April 19 and Saturday, April 
20, audiences will be given a 
painful, yet sometimes comi- 
cal, insight into an American 
family circa 1967. The play 
runs the next four weekends, 
through May 11. 
Each person who observes 
the Newquist family -will have 
his or her own interpretation 
of what Jules Feiffer was 
thinking 30 years ago. Feiffer, 
long known for his cartoons 
featured in the New Yorker, 
which poke fun at American 
culture from Hollywood to 
Main Street to Washington, 
uses this play format to com- 
ment on how America changed 
in the 1960s. The play will 
prompt anyone over 35 to re- 
call the questioning of Ameri- 
can values: commitment, the 
role of family and authority. It 
will strike a chord with those 
of all ages regarding the inse- 
curity we feel, evidenced 
largely in this production by 
the fear of crime. 

Who produces__ these 
thoughts in theatrical form? 
In. observing a-couple of re- 
hearsals last week, it. was 
clear that this controversial 
play required a strong, con- 
fident, talented and vibrant 
cast. Chris Lepore, director, 
shows great dexterity in mas- 
saging the skills of Lou 
Yakstis, Michal Freedhoff, 
Joanne Bauer, Jim Ruth, Ervin 
Recd, Ken Krintz and Steve 
Feder. The Newquist family 
deals-first with a death by 
shooting in the family, per- 
haps in the same way that 
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Feiffer perceived Americans 
dealing with the series of vio- 
lent experiences starting with 
the JFK assassination and 
ranging from the Vietnam War 
to racial violence and motive- 
less murders. Shock, anger, a 
sense that we no longer con- 
trolled our own destiny, both 
as a nation and within each 
family. 

Carol Newguist, (Jim Ruth) 
is the father who is ready to 
trade basic civil liberties for 
the basic freedom of fear. 
Margaret Newquist (Joanne 
the eternal optimist, 
plays the dutiful wife, strug- 
gling to hold things together 
but always on the edge of fall- 
ing apart. Feiffer, in his letter 
to Christopher Morahan, direc- 
tor of the Royal Shakespeare 
Company’s production of the 
play in 1967, sees daughter 
Patsy (Michal Freedhoff), as 
the all-American girl, Doris 
Day of 10 years ago ... She 
has spirit, exuberance, great 
feminine strength and an in- 
domitable spirit, all of which 
implies that she’s oblivious. to 
the lessons of anyone else’s 
life but her own. Kenny 
Newquist (Ervin. Green) is 
bright and witty, the family 


’ comedian who wants to be like 


his sister. Add to this mix 
Alfred Chamberlain (Lou 
Yakstis), who appears. to be 
trying to find himself and a 
career to his liking. Lacking 
direction and confidence, he 
daydreams when at work, at 
play or in just walking around 
But Patsy 
finds him charming and lov- 
able, and of course, she falls 
in love with him. 

Who would bring this 
couple together? Apparently, 
Judge Jerome Stern (Marty 


“Happiness lies in the joy of achievement and the thrill 
of creative effort.” 
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Burke), the couple’s first 
choice to marry the twosome, 
was not acceptable. After all, 
he was going to mention God 
and Alfred was an agnostic. 
Instead, Reverend Henry 
Dupas (Ken Krintz), would 
serve in this capacity. While 
audiences will try to absorb 
the play’s plot, its various 
moods and bizarre characters, 
this moment will give every- 
ome a chance to relax and 
laugh heartily. Reverend 
Dupas, who enters the scene 
on a.motorcycle, questions ba- 
sic concepts such as love and 
family and in the process vir- 
tually incites a riot. The wit- 
nesses, (Frank Pearlman, 
Teresa Hendry, Mike Briefs, 
Mila Thomas and Richard 
Baty) reinforce the reaction of 
an incredulous wedding family. 

The married couple and 
other family relationships 
change with the story and 
other acts of violence occur. 
The tension is deepened by the 
oppressive presence of Officer 
Miles Practice (Steve Feders). 
The ending... well I'll let you 


come and see for yourself. 


One thing is guaranteed - this 
play will make you think. 
The play, produced by Alex 
Barnes, is assisted ably by a 
technical crew which includes, 
Laura and Jim Adams, Kirk 
Madsen, Dennis Jelalian and 
Trix Whitehall. The set was 
designed by Tom Smith.

Annual Meeting

On Tuesday, March 23, 
Greenbelt Access Television 
(GATE) held its annual meet- 
ing. Items on the agenda in- 
cluded an overview of the 
year’s past accomplishments, 
activities, and programming; an 
election of its officers which re- 
sulted in the incumbent officers 
being re-elected for another 
three year period, future pro- 
gramming plans; and the status 
of the new GATE studio under 
construction in the Community 
Center. 

Robert Zugby, GATE’s Presi- 
dent, delivered the annual report 
to the membership. Currently, 
GATE is preparing to undertake 
interviews with the candidates 
for City Council, cover perfor- 
mances at the Greenbelt Art 
Center, and Greenbelt Little 
League. GATE has undergone 
some growing pains which in- 
cluded the breakdown of its 
cameras and not having free ac- 
cess to its studio as frequently 
as needed. At this time, Zugby 
believes that it 1s important to 
remain independent of any other 
organization or governmental 
jurisdiction so that constitu- 
tional free press and speech 
guarantees can be maintained 
and exercised appropriately. 

Konrad Herling presented a 

proposal and ideas to format 
community activities into one 
program. Some activities that 
might be included are local 
news, feature stories, recreation 
activities, community advisory 
boards, civic organizations, resi- 
dential issues, and Gray Panther 
meetings and activities. This 
hour long program would in- 
clude the popular teen program 
“Greenbelt 20770.” Other activi- 
ties recommended by advisory 
board members included a focus 
on Greenbelt women, local poli- 
tics, medical news presented by 
local doctors, volunteer. organi- 
zations and activities, etc. Up- 
coming activities to be covered 
by GATE and of significant in- 
terest to all Greenbelters in- 
clude Greenbelt Day, the Labor 
Day Parade, Prince George’s 
County Tri-Centennial, etc. 
Greenbelt citizens are encour- 
aged to contact GATE for pro- 
gramming ideas and sugges- 
tions. : 
. GATE is seeking volunteers 
to help edit programming, re- 
port on current events and local 
activities, provide background 
research for future programs, 
write scripts and stories prior to 
filming, etc. It was suggested 
that GATE might benefit by ob- 
taining professional editing ser- 
vices as needed. Additionally, 
GATE plans to hire a part time 
Programming Director to help 
manage the community access 
cable television. 

A membership report was 
given to the advisory commit- 
tee. Currently, GATE has 40 ac- 
tive members. To become a 
member, anyone can join by 
paying a small fee. Members 
are entitled to use or borrow 
audio and visual equipment at a 
small fee to cover the 
equipment’s routine overhead 
costs such as insurance. Under 
consideration is offering differ- 
‘ ent levels of membership. Ben- 
efits would be offered to mem- 
bers on an incremental basis ac- 
cording to enrollment or the 
membership status.
